Councilman William E. (Butch) 
 Spunders of the 12th ward Friday 
night was found guilty of bribery, a 
jury in Judge Virlyn B. Moore's di- 
dision of the Fulton superior court 
convicting him of the first three of 
a fovr-count indictment. He was 
acquitted on a count which charged 
that he accepted a bribe of $500 from 
former Councilman Charles M. Ford 
in the Perkerson Park deal. 
Sentence was deferred until this 
morning. Judge Moore ordered 


Saunders to appear before him at 
9:30 o'clock today when he will | 
out his punishment.

“They won't have to Impeach me,” | 
the convicted councilman said as he 
walked from the courtroom with his 
attorney, A. E. Wilson. 

Beyond that cryptic statement, 
Saunders had “nothing to say.” His 
attorney, however, went further. 

“The verdict is a result of a ve- 
nomous propaganda which had been 
spread by newspapers and word of 
mouth.” Wilson said; “It will de 
carried to the highest courts in the 


state.”

was not present in court when the 


verdict was returned, the decision 
being received by his assistant, Ed 
A. Stephens. 

“The verdict Is just and the pros. 
ecution is satisfied,” Mr. Boykin anid 
later. “Of course we thought we 
ought to have a conviction on all 
tour counts but if the jury saw oth- 
erwise there is nothing we can do 
about it.“

about 5 hours and 15 minutes’ de- 
liberation, taking the case at 12:20

Veteran Senator Who

RALEIGH, N. C., June 6.—(#)— 
North Carolina democrats and xgpub- 
licdns: will ballot tomorrow in pri- 
maries which hold more than the 
usual touch of drama and interest. 
Thegdrama has been furnished by the 
fight between Josiah W. Bailey and 
F. M. Simmons for the democratic 
nomination to the senate campaign 
which has been a revival of the issues 
raised in the 1928 presidential cam- 
paign. 

Two years ago 
democratic national committeeman 
and senior democratic senator in 
point of service, refused to support 
Alfred E. Smith, the democratic pres- 
idential nominee. 

Supporters of Simmons, who has 
made no personal campaign, charge 
the eandidacy of Bailey, a Raleigh

The size of the republican vote will

PARADE AT BILOXI 


Confederate Heroes Close 


Annual Reunion asThou- 


sands Pay Homage. 


BILOXI, Miss., June 6.—- H — The 
largest crowd that ever gathered at 
this coast city banked the Seawall 
road this afternoon to watch and cheer 
themselves hoarse as the old Confed- 
eracy was again glorified in the vet- 
erans’ reunion parade. 

The long march of nearly six miles 
in the heat of the day was too strenu- 
ous for any of the old soldiers to make 
it afoot} The 3,000 veterans rolling 
by in hundreds of flag and ribbon- 
draped automobiles saluted the cries 
of the thousands that lined the pa- 
rade’s course and waved little Con- 
federate flags as they gave their rebel 
whoops, which were answered in kind 
by the enthusiastic onlookers. A pa- 
rade like they had read about but 
never had thought they would witness. 

From the prancing horses of For- 
rest’s cavalry whose riders led the 
march with black plumes on their 
wide-brimmed hats flying to the 
breeze, to the trucks filled with old 
negro slaves and negro servants and 
bodyguards of dead war heroes, who 
brought up the rear, there passed into 
history another campaign successfully 
brought to cenclusion. 

The strain of entertainments and 
business activities over, they relaxed 
all except their throats and lifted 
their shouts above the martial strains 


{of the bands as airplanes circled over 


the shore escorting the rolling pageant. 

A tribute to the soldier dead on

WASHINGTON, June 6.—Presi- 
dent Hoover today denied the senate 
foreign relations committee access to 
secret papers relating to the London 
naval treaty and cited precedents by 
President Washington and [President 
Harding in support of his refusal. 
Stimson said suspicion of secret under- 
standings or A:z.erican indiscretions 
was “nonsense.” 

Secretary of State Stimson informed 
Chairman Borah of the president’s de- 
cision and explained Mr. Hoover be- 
lieved delivery of some papers called 
for through Borah by Senator John- 
son, republican, California, would. be 
incompatible with the public interest. 

Observers tonight saw in this ac- 
tion the basis for a bitter controversy. 
Johnson refused to comment today, 
preferring to stand on his statement 
of yesterday that every senator should 


resent efforts to coerce early treaty 
action by the senate before its mem- 
bers have had complete information 
and ample time in which to consider 
their action. He said he might make 
a statement tomorrow. 


Wanted Many Papers. 


Johnson and Borah requested rec- 
ords of the Geneva conference called 
by President Coolidge in 1927. John- 
son also asked several speeifie ques- 
tions and for “all letters, papers, doc- 
uments, telegrams, dispatches and 
communications of every ‘sort leading 
up to or relating to the London con- 
ference or the London - treaty.”

In à letter delivered to Borah to- 


day, Stimson said he was forwarding 
documents already published with re- 
spect to the 1927 conference and a 
confidential memorandum “which will 
answer as far as possible the ques- 
tions contained in Senator Johnson's 
letter of June 3.” 

“Respecting the other papers called 
kor,“ Stimson told Borah, 1 am di- 
rected by the president to say that 
their production would not, in his 
opinion, be compatible with the public 
interests.” 

While Borah was making this letter 
public without comment, the state de- 
partment was issuing a statement by 
Stimson defending and explaining the 
refusal to comply with Johnson's re- 
quest. 

Stimson said he realized opponents 
of the treaty “are likely to say that 
these confidential papers are being 
kept confidential in order to cover 
up some secret understanding or some 
mistake or indiscretion of the Ameri- 
delegates. That is nonsense.

“There were no commitments made 
by the American delegation except 
those contained in the treaty itself 
which is public and before the sen- 
ate.

Secretly to Capital Up- 
rising Feared. 


BUCHAREST, Rumania, June 6. 
(UN)—Prince Carol, who it has been 
rumored ‘planned to return to claim 
the throne he renounced for love, ar- 
rived in Bucharest secretly tonight. 

Significant political developments 
were expected to follow closely on the 
arrival of the prince: 

He had been supposed to be still in 
France, where he has lived most of 
the time since renouncing the throne 
of Rumania to follow his love affair 
with Madame Magda Lupescu, wife 
of a Rumanian military attache. 

Reports recently said, however, 
Carol had definitely broken with 
Madame Lupescu and desired to re- 
turn to Rumania and act as regent 
for his young son, King Michael. 

Prince Capol’s return dramatically 
complicated the already involved po- 
litical affairs of Rumanians. 

There was a possibility, however, 
that his younger brother, Prince 
Nicholas, would step down. from the 
regency in favor of Carol, it having 
been intimated Nicholas, like Carol, 
had fallen in love with a commoner 
and preferred to pursue his private 
affairs rather than live the somewhat 
constricted life at court. : 

It was reported Carol had broken 
with Madame Lupescu definitely be- 
‘cause of what he felt to be duty to 
his homeland. ©. 

The possibility that Carol may seek 
to regain his throne from his son, 
the boy king Michael, was among the

Princess Helen, when he left his heme 
and country for Madame Lupescu. 

His decision to return, however, 
was said to have been a result of a 
meeting in Paris between Carol and 
Senator Cornescue, representing the 
Rumanian government. It was un- 
derstood the senator definitely told 
the prince that he could not return to 
Rumania unless he gave up his love 
affair. 

The report of Carol’s activities then 
related the prince hurried to Vienna 
to meet his former wife, Princess 
Helen, and that the two became rec- 
onciled. It was May 31, some days 
later, that Prince Carol was said to 
have told Madame Lupescu definitely 
that he would leave her.

of sugar and half a teaspoon each of 
salt and nutmeg. Mix a spoonful 
of this evenly with half a cup of cur- 
tants and one-fourth eup of raisins. 
The package fruit now obtainable is 
already cleaned and only needs light 
flouring to k it from sinking in 

loaf. Fruit that needs wash- 
ing must be thoroughly dried or it 
will surely settle to the bottom.

Closing quotations. on wheat were 
nervous, 1-Sc to 3-4¢ higher than yes- 
terday'’s finish. Corn closed 1-80 to 
le up, oats at 1-8c decline to an equal 
gain, and provisions varying from 2c 
setback to a rise of 20. 

At first wheat values sagged on 
selling that appeared to come largely 
from foreigners. However, with al- 
most complete absence of rain report- 
ed in Canada and in domestic spring 
wheat states, the market rallied quick- 
ly, and throughout the remainder of 
the day had an upward slant. Mean- 
while, dispatches from Alberta at- 
tracted notice, as a large area there 
was reported as promising at best but 
half a crop with heavy rains in the 
next week, whereas without such 
rains the crop is regarded as almost 
a failure. 

Although weather and crop condi- 
tions in the North American spring 
wheat belt received the lion's share of 
wheat traders’ attention today, un- 
easiness was also shown as to harvest 
developments in domestic winter 
wheat sections southwest. Talk was 
current that as the harvesting opera- 
tions make progress northward there 
is likely te be considerable disa ppoint- 
ment as to yields. Some Oklahoma 
reports, though, were at hand indi- 
cating a crop of 40,000,000 to 45, 
000,000 bushels for that state, and it 
was added the wheat would be of the 
best quality in several years. Late 
indications today were that North 
American export demand was some- 
what improved. 

Increased offerings of corn from 
rural sources led to lower prices in 
the corn market. Beneficial rains 
over part of the corn belt were re- 
ported, Oats averaged lower with 
corn, 

Provisions advanced on account of 
buying of December lard and because 
of good cash demand for meats.

NEW YORK, June 6.— 000 — John 
D. Rockefeller, Jr., offered today to 
give the city 56 acres worth $7,000,000 
in one part of town if it would let 
him close two streets for the distance 
of a block ‘in another section. He 
also offered to throw in some addi- 
tional property near the streets he 
wants closed, to landscape an exist- 
ing park. and to spend $5,000,000 
turning the 56 acres into a park. 

Mayor James J. Walker referred to 
the proposal as “a very gracious of- 
ker“ and the board of estimate de- 
ferred action until the special meeting 
to be held June 13. 


If the offer is accepted he will give 
four acres he reserved within the 
boundaries of the proposed park to 
the Metropolitan Museum of Art and 
will erect a museum building there. 

The park land is in Washington 
Heights and bounded on two sides by 
Riverside drive. It includes the old 
Billings estate and within its borders 
is located Fort Tryon, of Revolution- 
ary days. It, would be called Fort 
Tryon park. 

The streets Rockefeller wants closed 
are East 64th and East 68th streets 
between New York avenue and Ex- 
terior street adjoining the Rockefeller 
Institute for Medical Research. The 
land oceupied by these streets is 
wanted for new institute buildings.
